Trelka said he would support White as chair but also said he would move to have Laylin as pro
tem. Little said White was the only supervisor who asked for his support.

BE IT HEREBY RESOLVED to elect Linda Laylin as CHAIR PRO TEM of the Black Hawk County Board of Supervisors for the
2022 year. White presented Trelka with a plaque for his service as chairman.

Moved by Laylin, seconded by Trelka to direct Catherine Nicholas, County Engineer, to CLOSE county roads as necessary
during the 2022 construction season subject to prior notification to the Black Hawk County Board of Supervisors. Motion carried.

Moved by Laylin, seconded by Trelka to direct Catherine Nicholas, County Engineer, to EMBARGO county roads as
necessary for the 2022 year subject to prior notification to the Board of Supervisors. Motion carried.

Moved by Trelka, seconded by Laylin to direct the Chair to sign the progress vouchers for FARM-TO-MARKET PAYMENTS
for the 2022 year. Motion carried.
